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TIROIT'TING.,
The Attempt to Trot the Horse Oaptain
MceGowen Twenty-One Miles Within
the Hour—The Horse Exhausted and
Withdyawn at the End of the Thire
teenth Mile—~Time-Table of the Trot-

ting—The Provious Twenty-Miles-nu-
Heunr Hxploits, Kte.

Bosrox, November 16, —The great trot sgalnst
time to-day by Onpuin Metiowen stamps that
horse as certainly & “good un' to go.”" Before
detailing the performance to-day wupou the
Riverside Park let me refer, for the sake of
comparison, to some of the horses thiat have
trotted twenty miles within the bhour, and to
some that have tried and falled to do it, and
also the time made by Captain McGowen on the
Inst dnyof Ootober of last year, whea be muds
twenty miles in tity-elght minotes and twenty-
five scconds,

WHAT NORSES HAVE DONE IT,

Trotting twenty miles an bour has been ae-
vomplished by three horses only, Young Trustoe,
Lady Fulton, and Captain McGowen, Other
otlebrated horses have tried to make them-
selves wonderful in this attempt, but want of
blood on the lnst Lwo or three miles hus deprived
them of the bonor. In 1833 a erey gelding ealled
Paul Pry trotted eighteen miles and thirty-six
arde in 68 minutes and 5 seconds, witnout

tigue, under the saddle Hiram Wood-
ruff rode this horse when he (Hiram, not
the hoise) was & mere boy. About the same
Hime & horse called Jerry trotfed seventeen
miles in 58 minutes, under the saddlo: and the
En{llhh trowting stallion Bellfoonder, 174 miles
within the hour; but it was not till 1845 that a
horde was found that could do the 20 miles
within 60 minutes. That horse was Y oung
Trustee, out of the oelebrated wotting mare
Fanny Pullen, Trusiee was more than a half-
breed. He performed the feat on the Unlon
Couise, Long Island, on the 20th of October
of that year, never breaking throughout the
‘whole performance. Berline, then o well known
amone the followers and udmirers of the sports
of the turf, handled the rbbons on that memo-
rable occasion. On the twentieth mile the
horse came in apparently s fresh as ever, doing
it in 261§ —the Mastest of the mateh —and trot-
ing the twenty miles in 60 minutes snd 35)
secouds. The time on that oceasion was care-
fully kept, and evervbody concerned falt aatistied
that the horse sctunlly wccomplished the feat,
Some months afier this a4 black gelding, sport-

the namc of Ajax, a sinewy and closel
built animal, sired hy Abdallab, attompted to
hang out on a twenty-mile-au-hour gait, but
tailed, overrunning the hour by 7 minutes and
374 seconds,

e same year, in the autumn, a horse called
Woodpecker attempted to shave the laurels of
Youne Trustee, but after colue nineteen miles
in 67-43, his owoer was afrald of losing his
horse, and stopped him, having ouly 2:17 to ac-
-'-ompiluh the lnat mmle, No further attempis
were made to equal or surpass Young Trusten's
marvellons feat un'il 1855, when Trustee, Sentor,
was matched againet Spangle, In tuis case the
winning horse overrin the bour by tive minutes
uwnd fity-mine seconds, Flora Temple, oo the
24th of May, of the same year, uspired to divide
the hovors with Young Trustee. hut sine failed
to nocomplish the sk in consequence of
throwiug 8 shoe on the eizhth mile. On the
twellth or thirteenth mile she was withdrawn.,
About this time 1t was kuown that Lady Ful-
ton had a desire totest ber power of endurance
and blood oyer the track at a twenty-mile-an-
bour gait. Accordingly, on the 19th of
July the mateh came oif, and to the
sereenble dismsppointment and astonishinet
of her friends, she accomplisbed the feat,
haviug, however, only five scconds to spare. She
was o mare almost inknown to the track, but
from and after this time her name was in the
mouths of turimen, She was a blo.d-bav,
weighing only seven huodred pounds. How
she ever mansged to astonish the sporting
world]was a mysiers, when it was known at that
time gbe was only nn ordinary hor:e. It was
with great distress that she got to the ond of
her fourney. She not only eweated profusely,
but lathered wherever the harness tooched ner,
and broke eix or eight nimes during the race.
But we now come to toe grealest performance
on record, only exceoded by thut of ro<day, in
which Captain MeGowen, on the 31st day ot
October, 1865, beat the time of Young Thustee
by one minute and ten and a ball seconds,
aud the time of Lady Fulton by a minate and
a half, the only ether horses that were able to
trot twenty mileg within an bour, On that og-
casion, it will be remembered, Captain Mefiowen
had all the elements azainst him, aod nothing
in bis favor, The track, howeyer, wos in rood
condiiion, and the Lorse, clastic and plump, was
driven by J. J. Bowen. He hroke only once,
and that was on going out o! the buck stretch of
the firsl half of the seventeenth mile. An hour
after the mateh, Captoin MoGowen exhibited no
distiess, The velerinary surgeons who exnmined
him pronounced him good for another similar
mateh.

For lhcdpurpone of reference and comparison,
we append toe lollowing time table of Captain
MeGowen's trot of October 31, 1805:—
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FHE GERAT TWENTY-ONE MILE TROT,

The morning opened rainy, apd the leaden
skies betokened pothing but s compound of
water snd mud under toot. But the idiogyn-
eratic clerk of the weather, who i supposed to
read the papers, nad not forgotten that the trot
of Captain McGowen agsinst tiwe had been
adverti-ed to take place in the afternoon, and
so he was accomwodatine enough to suspend
his corollary to the serolite vapors, and wive
us plessant weather, The cloudlels began to
fly, and by noon & warm sun und & drying wind
congpired to put the track in good condition
to respond with elastic tonch 1o the raftling
strokes of the awiftly flying teet of the high-bred
courser, As the hotr drew nigh for the trot to
commence, the capacious park besan to teem
with peoply, kome eoming ou foot and others in
gay equipages, while the sleck-costed Capisin
MoeGowen, with his game head and intelligent
eye, looked upon the busy scene from his stabla
window as if consrious of hig arlstocratic loe-
age and blood unmingled with valzar drops,
and of his ability to accomplish the work belore
him. But as the result shows, the manszers of
the track weore deceived in its condition. To
ull appearances it was In s suitable state, but
after the tenth mile had been troited, it was evi-
dent thut the horse could not accomplish the
fent. )

» word “go” was given at five minutes of 4
nl'l'!l;::(.‘k and 't!ge horse started off in splendid
atyle ihe thoughttul crowd waiching with pro-
found stlence hus unitorm steép and motion a4 he
shot round the course. Hiram Woodrutf, Jr.,
his driver, sat bebind him motionless as a
statue, looking neither to the nghl nor to the
left, riveting his ltt:j:nlion on the gelding as he

minutes in an easy gait, and on the borse went,
the party in interest near the judge's stand
giving the driver the time at each hulf wile,

showed signs of working hard, The reios lsy
joose npon his back gnd his driver was com-
pelled to urge him slong with the whip.

The first ten miles were trotted (nside of time,
with trom ten to (welve seconds to spare,

Un the thirteenth mile the Caplain stopped
deliberately ol bis owp wecord, and thus ended
thoe long-talked-of trot.

To say that disappointment rested upon ever
face would convey but a faint idea of the teel-
ing that pervndad’ the immense concourse ol
spectators,  After the ninth mile was accom-
P lthed bope ran high, but.there could be real

n the countenances ot the backers of the Cap-
tnin that faflure was inevitable on gueh a glips
pery track,

During the ecleventh mile these fears were
rialiged, The gelding showed considernble dis-
troes, and had 10 be encouraged by talking to
him nnd persunding him witn the whip. On
the twellth and thirteenth miles everybody
gave up the mateh as lost, but no one ventured
1o quesiion the ability ot the horse to periorm
all that had been promised, provided the track
had peen In o falr condition. The lollowing is
the bmetuble:—
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The bets of three to one that the horse would
not ot the distunce In the time specified, of
conrse went with the race.

The vetcrinary surgeons on the ground imme-

dintely examined the Caytuiy, and pronounced
him all rieht., He giseussed his supper with his
nsunl relish, and during the evening exhbited
no sEns uf' progiration or illness, under the
ecareful attention ot ks custodians.
The cager curlosiiy of the great ecrowd of
speotators having been partially satisfied, it was
not long before the grounds were deserted, and
all wended their way homeward, satistied with
the performance ol Captain McGowen, under
such adverse circumsrances, although at the
same time there was w great disappointment
manifested. There is no donhe but the twenty-
one miles could have been trotted inside of the
hour, hnd it not been tor the bad track. It is
not probable that Caprain MeGowen will be
matehed against time agmn this seuson.—Y. |,
